The treacherous West Indian hur- 
ricane which vented its full fury on 
the Bahamas, cut through the Flori- 
da keys and sped across the Gulf of 
Mexico, brought terrific winds toe 
Pensacola early last night as it 
turned inland slightly east of that 
city and apparently headed back to- 
ward the Atlantic. ” 

Hurricane warnings were lowered 
on the Alabama and Mississippi 
shores, as the latest curvature of the 
seemed to men- 
ace particularly the safety of south- 
ern Georgia. 

Pensacola was believed to have 
borne up well under the rearing gales, 
which at times attained a velocit? ot 
more than 100 miles an hour and had 
an average velocity ranging well into 
the sixties for a period of several 
hours. The city was in darkness. 
however, and conditions were such 
that it was impossible to ascertain 


immediately the extent of the storm’s 
damage. 


In the absence of telephone and 
telegraph communication, severed 
many hours ago, grave fears were en- 
lertained for the territory to the east 


of Pensacola, thought to have been 
closer to the storm’s center than thei 
city. 

Mobile prepared to discontinue its 
storm preparations .with the apparent 
eastward curvature of the storm and 
official word from Washington er- 
dered Alabama and Mississippi hurri- 
cane warnings lowered. 

Whether the storm will diminish in 
force as it proceeds was problemaf- 
cal although Observer E. W. Holcombe 
at Pensacola believed it would retain 
its intensity for several hours at least.

to issue all licenses applied for he 


will not hold dealers liable for oper- 


ating without them, he said. 
At the same time he issued a warn- 


'ing to dealers to keep their stock of 
| tobacco stamped with tax seals. 


Inspectors will report on all cases 
where the dealers have not obtained 
licenses, but unless their delinquency 
is flagrant, and that they have been 
negligent in failing to apply, they will 
not be prosecuted. 

There are 32,000 tobacco dealers in 
Georgia and their licensing was one 
of the requirements of a bill of the 
legislature putting “teeth” into the 
tobacco tax law. The revenue de- 
partment has the power of search and 
seizure under the new law. It is 
now required that tobacco be stamped 
as soon as it is received, while for- 
merly it had to be stamped only
